Jan. lO— A state­ 
wide. network of express highways 
coating about 742 million dollars 
will be proposed immediately to 
the legislature by State Highway 
Director Perry T. Ford, 
This program will boost to more 
than one billion dollars the coat of 
a KV-year program of construction 
and repair summarire<l for the leg­ 
islature. it was learned from a re­ 
liable source today. 
The projects are wrapped up In 
a comprehensive Inventory of Ohio 
highways and their* needs which 
has been prepared for submission 
to the legislature next week. 
If the legislature is favorable to 
the program, the work of carrying 
out the proposals will be up to Mur­ 
ray D. Shaffer, who will succeed 
Mr. Ford as state highway director 
next Monday. 


Would Erase Bottlenecks 
While 
Mr. 
Ford 
has 
argued 
against a new network of super- 
highways, the inventory is based 
upon the idea of eliminating bottle­ 
necks at cities and making express­ 
ways 
out of 
existing 
highways 
which receive extremelyheavy traf­ 
fic. 
Meantime, private Interests are 
prepared to seek legislative approv 
al of plans to create a new system 
of toll expressways crisscrossing 
the state. 
Expansion of the highway direc 
tor's powers and a greater diver 
sion of gasoline tax revenue for 
highway 
purposes also are sug 
gested, the source said. 
The need for the expenditure of 
more money on the state’s 18,420 
miles of roads is immediate, the 
report declared, adding: 
•Ohio's highway system la tak­ 
ing two steps backward for each 
step forward."
